On the need for Beginners’ Handbooks on British insects. 
[ Abstract. ] 


The desirability of the preparation and publication of handbooks for 
beginners on the Diptera, Coleoptera, Hymenoptera and several other Orders 
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is undoubted. It will be urged that a beginning should be made with a few 
volumes in the style of The Dragonflies of the British Isles or Dr. Malcolm 
Burr’s little book on Grasshoppers, for the demand from potential entomolo- 
gists is great. The subject needs approaching scientifically, but with a strong 
pictorial appeal as well, to suit the publishers’ commercial demands and to 
attract the beginners at the outset. Of great importance is an analytical key 
to the genera and sufficiently good illustrations to give an “outline ” of the 
insect needing identification, with detailed descriptions in the letterpress to 
differentiate between closely similar species.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 3RD OCTOBER, 1945. 


Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter, M.B.E., D.M., in the Chair.

J.H. Flint, Major C. L. Patton-Bethune, M.C., and H. K. Airy-Shaw signed 
the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Thanks were voted to the donors of gifts to the Library since the last 
Meeting. 


A communication was made by Dr. J. W. Evans, an abstract of which 
appeared on page 23. 


In addition Mr. H. St. J. K. Donisthorpe exhibited a specimen of Ludius 
Jerrugimeus L. ab. occitanicus Villers, a variety in which the thorax is entirely 
black, not hitherto recorded from Britain. A similar specimen had been 
obtained by Mr. Allen, both having been reared from larvae obtained from 
the recently felled elm trees of the Long Walk, Windsor Park. 


Dr. W. H. Thorpe exhibited living examples of the water bug Aphelochirus 
montandont Horvath, from Oxford, and gave a brief account of its habits and 
of its known distribution in Great Britain. 


Mr. C. N. Hawkins showed larvae of Herse convolvuli reared from ova laid 
by a female taken at Freshwater, I. of W., by Dr. Blair. They were then in 
their penultimate stadium. Both green and brown forms were present, and 
no tendency had been observed for a larva which had once turned brown to 
revert to green at a subsequent moult. 


Dr. H. B. D. Kettlewell exhibited the long series of Pontia daplidice which 
he had obtained in Cornwall in July (see 1945, Entomologist 78 : 123), and also 
a long series of their progeny.
